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2. , The National Commission for Backward Classes (NCBC) was set up as per the provisions of the National 
Commission for Backward Classes Act, 1993 to entertain, examine and recommend upon the requests for inclusion and 
complaints of over inclusion and under inclusion in the Central List of Other Backward Classes. 

3. The Common Central Lists of Other Backward Classes in respect of 26 States/UTs were notified vide Ministry 
of Welfare Resolutions No. 12011/68/93-BCC(c) dated the 10th September, 1993, No. 12011/96/94/-BCC‘dated the 
19thOctober, 1994, No.l2011/7/95-BCC the 24thMay 1995, 12011/99/94-BCC dated 11th Dec., 1997. The said lists 
were modified on the basis of the recommendations of the National Commission for Backward Classes and notified from 
time to time vide resolutions No. 12011/96/94-BCC dated the 9th March 1996 No. 12011/44/96-BCC dated 6th December. 
1996 No.. 12011/13/97-BCC dated 3rd December, 1997, No. 12011/68/98-BCC dated 27th October, 1999 and 
No. 12011/88/99-BCC dated 6th December. 1999. 

4. The National Commission for Backward Classes have subsequently recommended Castes/communities (including 
sub-Castes/synonyms) for inclusion/amendment in the Central List of OBCs in respect of Andhra Pradesh. Bihar. Delhi.
